Supreme Court of Canada. 

In 1889 a bill to create a Kuprorao 
Ooart for tbo 'Pominioa waa introduc- 
ed iDto the Hooeo oi Goiquiodb. The 
bill mUoarried. la 1870 a bill of sirai. 
lar import was introduoed into the 
Bame boaaa. ; It aUo misoarriod. lu 
1871 a bill, harlng tlioB^ino object, but 
' differing from Its prfldeoeseorB in Bevoral 
dolaila, is to bo introduced into the 
Domlniott Parliameut. The following 
in ia ^o^jiitome of tbo principal proviniou3 
of the prcpoaed bill : A Court will be 
eatabliahed, consisting of a Chief Jue- 
tice and six Paisae Jadgen, whiob ia to 
Lava appoUato and oriDoinal jurisdiction 
tbroui^houi tbo Pominion. To it ap- 
peal is to lie from ilio Court of Error 
and Appeal ot' Outiuio, lro:n ibe Queeu's 
Boucli of (iuebcc, Ironi tho Superior 
CourlB of New Brunswick and Notu 
Scotia, from the Supvomo Cuuvt of liri- 
tiah Columbia, and from nuy Superior 
Court of luf3t roiOrt now oxisliiii^ or 
r wliiub may bo eRtiiblitshod in Cuuadii, 
and un nppoal by consent irom any ot 
tbo AppeiU Courts oi any und lUl of 
tho rrosincoa of i lio Dominion directly 
Tho Goui L is to liold two turms aiuauiN 
ly, in Juno niid January , at Ottiiwa, 
coQtinuing for twL>niy duys or more at 
the discretion of tho judges. It pro- 
vides that the Governor iu Council "may 
^■direit o special ease to bo luid before 
the Supremo Court sitting i" term, in 
Which special oaso may bo sot forth any 
Aot pasBed by tbo Legislature of uuy 
Prorinco, and tlereupon may bo Btated, 
for tho opinion of the Supreme Court, 
■uch questions as to tbo constitutional, 
ity of tho said Ac», or oi any proviBion 
or provisions of the said Act, aa the 
. Goveraoc may order." Original jaris- 
dietiOD is given to the Court in all oaBca 
Whore it, ahall be Bought to enforce any 
law of .Canada relatifJIE to-revenue or 
extradition. Wo ba^o not the means of 
judging aa to tlSe teoepilon this bill id 
likely \o meet wUh at the hands of 
Parliament; but ebould it become law 
British Columbia will, equnlly with tho 
other Pro«iuces, bo intereaiod in its 
working. Indeed, the abroneo of a 
Court of Appeal bcro will cau^ie ibo 
people ol the Pocifio Province to look 
wlih excepiion&l interest to tho eatab- 
lisbmeut of aucb a C jurt.
